2. Claim 16 is objected to because of the following informalities: Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Regarding claim 16, line 1, the numerical element "16" should be --17--; the term 
"claim 15" should be -claims 16--. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , line 1 1 , the term "the TFI signal path" lacks antecedent basis; 
line 14, the term "the bit rate " lacks antecedent basis, also the term "said last frame for 
the next frame" lacks antecedent basis. 

Regarding claim 4, line 8, the term "the bit rate adjuster circuit" lacks antecedent 

basis. 

Regarding claim 10, line 10, term "the TFI signal path" lacks antecedent basis; 
line 14, the term "the bit rate " lacks antecedent basis, also the term "said last frame for 
the next frame" lacks antecedent basis. 

Regarding claim 12, line 8, the term "the bit rate adjuster circuit" lacks antecedent 

basis. 
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Claims 2-3, 5-9, 11,13-16 are rejected by virtue of their dependency. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-9, and 1 1-16 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Claims 1 and 10 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: none of the prior art of the record discloses or suggest a method and an 
apparatus operable to extract a desired coded signal from a composite signal 
comprising the desired signal and one or more interfering coded signals, the apparatus 
comprising: buffer and decoder circuit for determining transport format indicator (TFI) 
signals, to provide a bit rate of a frame for at least one interfering signal; a path divider 
for dividing the TFI signal into fist and second signal paths; wherein, the fist signal path, 
TFI signals are passed via a latch, to provide the first signal processor with a TFI signal, 
whereby to assign a bit rate determined for a last frame for the next frame; and wherein, 
in the second path, TFI signal are passed to further signal processor to adjust the bit 
rate of an output signal as recited in claims 1 and 10.

Kumar et al (U.S. Pat. 6,507,568) disclose enhanced access wireless 

communication systems under rapidly fluctuating facing conditions.
